Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives: 


For the second time during my service as Secretary, it 
becomes my duty to welcome yon, as the Acting Governor 
of the Territory. 

As the representative branch of the law-making power, 
it is presumed you are familiar with the needs of the peo- 
ple.

SALE OF LIQUORS.

Difficulties arising under the acts of the incorporations 
of several towns, and especially that of the city of ‘Salt 


sLake, have been experienced by the authorities in the ex- 


ercise of the power to license and restrain the sale of intox- 
icating liquors. 

To the municipal government rightfully belongs the 
power to license, to tax and control, under proper legisia- 
tive restriction, the sale of liquors. 

As it is a fruitful source of disturbance and of crime, 


` its sale should be so guarded as to protect society against 


the evils resulting from it, and should also constitute a

fruitful source of revenue for the cities in which it may be 
licensed. 


ARREST OF CRIMINALS.. 


The prompt arrest of criminals is second in importance 
only to their certain punishment. | 
, In exceptional cases extraordinary means should be 
provided for securing arrests. The Governor should be 
authorized, in cases of felony, to offer rewards, when in his 
judgment the usual methods do not prove equal to the 
enormity of the offense, and the emergencies of the case. 


JURORS AND WITNESSES. 

It is hoped that full provision may be made whereby 
jurors and witnesses called in the trials of civil causes under 
Territorial statutes ' shall be paid for their service at the 
time of such service. Otherwise it is severely trying upon 
the poorer class of our citizen’ for them to be called from

their homes for service in the courts, which they, to the ex- ` 


tent of all other good citizens in the enforcement of rights 
under the law, and to no greater degree, are interested. 
The Territorial Treasury should not be required to pay the 
costs in civil causes in litigation between individuals; but 
the courts must be open to, and the channels of justice as 
free to the poor man as to the rich. A jury fee of say 
three dollars should be required in every civil case filed. 
Provision empowering the court to require a money deposit 
to cover probable costs in ordinary cases should be made. 
If, in the opinion of the judge, or, in his absence, the clerk, 
justice is denied by requiring deposits from either or both 
sides, then a bond with proper surety should be substituted 


therefor, when it is shown on oath that such is the case; the. 


collection of costs to be by rule or execution upon motion 

of either side, or by the District Attorney in behalf of the 

Territory, and all amounts so collected paid into the treas- 

ury to the eredit of the jury fund. In order that justice 

may in no instance be denied, where a person is without 

money or friends willing to serve him as surety, the court 
\ i 


dy 
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_ shall be authorized to allow such party to proceed in forma. 
pauperis, and costs in such cases should be paid out of the 
treasury. 

Witnesses in the class of cases last referred to should 
be compelled to obey the subpoena and paid for their at- 
tendance by the Territory. 

Provision should also be made for the payment of all 
fees justly chargeable against the Territory, which are or 
may become due to officers of the different courts of the 
Territory.

> $ HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


The reform of convicts, as well as their punishment, 
should always enter into legislation for the criminal class. 

This should govern with reference to youthful offgnders. 
Boys and girls of tender years should never be confined 
in the penitentiary with hardened criminals. Such incar- 
ceration tends to their debasement, if not to their destruc- 
tion and oftentimes disgrace, whick years of upright life. 
does not eradicate. 
: ‘Fhe establishment of a house of correction, and which. 
may be joined with a house of refuge, to which courts in 
their discretion may send minors convicted of crime, which 
as the law now provides, must be confined in the peniten- 
tiary, is'recommended. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


The work of erecting one section of an asylum for the 
insane, under the provision of an act of the last Legisla- 
ture, is in progress. Under the efficient management of the 
persons named in the act, all has been accomplished that 
care and economy permitted. Provo City was the place of 
location. The report of the board of directors, advising you 
in detail of the work, will be laid before you. 


TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


The neglected condition of the Territorial Zibrary is 
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deplorable, Itis practically useless for the purposes in- 
tended by Congress, or fòr any other purpose. There is in 
the collection the basis of a creditable library. Such ac- 
tion by you is recommended as will allow the Librarian to 
add to its capacity and volumes, and make it the repository 
of all books that from year to year are received by the dif- 
ferent officers of the Territory. - 


STATISTICS. 


There is imperative need for a statistical bureau. The 
lack of authentic information of the resources and products 
of the Territory is daily felt by the agricultural, manufac- 
turing, mining and mercantile interests. The act of Febru-, 
ary 20, 1874, provided for such a bureau in connection with 
and under the dixection of the Deseret Agricultural and 
Manufacturing Society., For want of appropriations it is 
inoperative. Legislation that will constitute this an inde- 
pendent office, with greater scope of inquiry and facilities 
_ than is now provided, and an appropriation that will enable 
the officer in charge to group and publish reliable informa- ` 
tion, is warmly commended for consideration. 


POPULATION AND INDUSTRIES, 


‘ The population of Utah, as shown by the United States 
census of 1880, is 143,963, an increase during the last de- . 
cade of 57,177. Our ‘population may reasonably be esti- 
mated to be 150,000. 

From the census reports in part, and from statistical , 
information for which I am indebted to O. J. Hollister » Esq., 
I am enabled to give the leading features of the agricul- 
tural, mining, manufacturing and herding interests in which 
the people as a rule are engaged.

The foregoing table does not exhibit an estimated aver- 
age yield by fully thirty-three and one-third per cent. The 
numerous variety of agricultural and horticultural crops 
grown must be taken in consideration with the cereal pro- 
duct stated, in order to form a correct idea of the husbandry 
of Utah. 


MANUFACTURES. 


It is safe to estimate the product of the manufactures 
of Utah for the year 1881 at $5,000,000. This is exclusive 
of the bullion product, Lumber, lime, flour and brick is 
expected to supplement settlement. In addition to these, 
boots and shoes, stockings, woolen fabrics, leather, matches, 
furniture and other commodities are extensively manufac- 
tured. The production of our manufactories, however, do 
not supply the demands. This field is inviting to capital

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and one which it is hoped will soon supply our constantly 
increasing want, 


MINING, 


Six and a half millions of dollars is a fair average ` 
yearly output of gold, silver and lead of Utah mines, from 
1870 to the present time, computing gold and silver at their 
mint valuation, and lead at its value in New York City. 
For the amount of money invested in mining operations 
within this Territory, which, in comparison with other min- 
ing States and Territories, is small, this is a gratifying re- ` 
sult. With further developments and increased experi- 
ence in the reduction of ores, it may confidently be ex- 
pected that for years to come the yearly output from the 
mountains of Utah, all of which are mineral bearing, will 
average largely beyond what has heretofore been realized. 

Tn coal deposits ,Utah may well be considered the Penn- 
sylvania of the west; in iron deposits; perhaps unequalled” 
on the continent. With minerals other than gold and sil- 
ver, and coal and iron studding the mountains, with our 
granite and marble, our sandstone and limestone, we have 
a permanent foundation for power and wealth in the future, 
which should be guarded well by legislation that will estop 
much burthensome and frequently impoverishing litigations 
which often follow the development of valuable mineral 
deposits.

CATTLE AND SHEEP. N 


The occupation of lands for purposes of husbandry. has 
reduced the opportunities‘ for cattle and sheep raising. 
There is within the Territory say 260,000 head of cattle and 
over 600,000 head of sheep. There has been sold beyond 
the Territory during the past year, not less than 50,000 
head of cattle at an average of $25 per head, and a yield of 
over 2,000,000 of pounds of wool,-for which our raisers have 
received twenty (20) cents per pound. With so much pro- 
ductive land and with more already exempted and to be 

f 
i 
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utilized by scientific irrigation, and with our yielding mines 
and busy manufactories in addition, it is well to look to it 
that such legislation is enacted as will foster home produc- 
tion, furnish the people remunerative employment and the 
requirements of lite cheaper than other markets can furnish 
them. 


POLITICAL SITUATION. 


Impressed, gentlemen, with the necessity of such 
action by you as will assimilate the Territory of Utah, in 
so far as laws and business are concéred, with the country 
of which it is and must forever be an important part; im- 
pressed with the fact that the present presents the oppor- 
tunity, and in your hands rests the power to prosper and 
gladden the homes of the entire people of Utah—to throw 
wide open her gates to capital and thrift, and to peaceable 
and. enlarged industries; to secure the full blessings of 
American citizenship under the Constitution and its benign 
laws; to accept freedom of political and religious belief 
under Supreme Court adjudication, and security to this 
Territorial government; appealing to you as the political 
representatives of Utah’s people, whose best interest I shall 
ever earnestly endeavor to promote, to consider in wisdom 
and with' patriotic purposes that which to-day, be assured 
your hands find to do; addressing you not as representa- 
tives of a church, but as representatives of the whole people 
—as law givers—submitting that your duty is, and of neces- 
sity should be, distinct from ecclesiastical feeling, suggestion 
or influence—calling to your mind that as the sun controls the 
solar system, so, in the providence of the Supreme TR 
.must the Constitution and laws of the United States contro 
your actions and mine—and upon your honor as men and 
oaths as representatives, I ask consideration and in yow 
wisdom expression in laws of active force, in regard to the 
following suggestions of living interest to you, and of vital 
interest to your children : 

First.—That in no sense—even in the slightest degree— 


- 
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is the sovereignty of "the CoB state in unison with the 
language or spirit of the C stitution or your country’s 
. laws. 

That political power is wielded by church authority 
throughout Utah is a fact. 

- That officers of church exercise authority in temporal 
affairs, is a fact. 

' That the sovereignty of the Church is supreme and its , 
practices followed, the laws and courts of the United States - 
to the contrary, is a fact. 

These being true in whole or in part I submit: Do you 
believe that the government of the United States, with all its 
humanity, will much longer forbear to assert its authority in 
support of its absolute and undoubted sovereignty? The 
church is supreme in its proper sphere—spiritual affairs, 
The government is supreme in the its sphere—temporal 
affairs. The claim for Church sovereignty in temporal 
affairs in the slightest degree, even, is a grievous mistake: 
a forbidden claim. Its abandonment may shatter cherished 
hopes in the breasts of some to whom I speak, -butit is a 
mistaken claim, and the exercise of authority thereunder is 
illegal and destructive. 

If by that, you in the exercise of your authority as 
law-makers, and as in my opinion it is your sworn duty, ad- 
just this grievous wrong. Abiding peace, so much needed, 
and abundant prosperity with its attendant blessings, can 
never belong to the good people of Utah, until the flag of 
the United States i is universally regarded as the symbol of 
absolute sovereignty. 


Second.— Assessments and Tithing.— Voluntary contrib- 
utions in aid of church or charity,‘and in aid of political 
- parties are commendable, but the exaction of assessments 
for political or other purposes, by or from persons holding 
public office under the authority of the Territory, shoud be 
forbiden ; the evaction of tithing for church or other pur- 
poses, from any citizen, or aid given to any person so 
exacting, by any public office, or by any corporation, or its 
agents, organized under the laws of -the Territory, should 


A 
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be forbidden. The poor man who earns a dollar by the 
sweat of his brow, is entitled to thatdollar. Itis the reward of 
honest toil, and he should be protected in the full enjoyment 
of it. Any exaction or undue influence to dispossess him of 
any part of it, in any other manner than in payment of a 
legal obligation, is oppression. Public officers, whether 
precinct, county or territorial, who make or aid in such 
exactions, are unfaithful servants of the people they serve. 


POLYGAMY. 


Tn the third place, the system of plural wives, properly 
defined in the common law as polygamy, was, by act of 
Congress, of 1862, denounced as acrime. The constitution- 
ality of this act has been fully sustained by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. It being claimed that the peo- 
ple of Utah are a law-abiding people, I submit as a neces- 
sary sequence, that you, as their representatives, should en- 
act laws in accordance therewith. 


GOVERNMENTAL ACTION. 


I would have the paternal hand of the general govern- 
ment, in the spirit of the most enlightened civilization, and 
with the broadest humanity, protect and shield the people 
of Utah; to aid in the education of their children, in the 
cultivation of their valleys, and in the development of their 
mountains. Icannot be mistaken in saying that in this I 
reflect the wishes of the government and of the fifty millions 
of people that constitute this country the free-handed de- 
< May I not in confidence ask 
that you allow me to jgin you in this work ; in the abolish- 
ment of the doctrine Of hate, and that you make it possible 
for young Utah to look the world full in the face, in honor, 
in pride and in unison with the laws of this country ?

RAILROADS. | 


The report of Hon. Jas. K. McCammon, Commissioner 
: of Railroads for the United States, in his report for 1881, to 
the honorable Secretiry of the Interior, says: “The indica- 
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tions are that within a short time ‘there will be five different 
routes to the Pacific Coast, where less than a year ago there 
was but one.” This is a gratifying announcement. There 
are reasons to expect that the number will be seven or at 
least six. The additional two, if not transcontinental, are 
at least practically so. 

In addition to these are the longitudinal lines, two of 
which will directly tend to establish the Territory of Utah 
as the great central inter-mountain depository of the wealth 
from the north as well as the south of us. The following 
companies have been organized during the years 1880 and 
1881, under the laws of the Territory, upon which work to 
a greater or less extent is in progress, and which, joined 
with facilities before enjoyed, give promise -of lasting 
benefit to Utah:

IRRIGATION. 


t a 


There is a great waste of water in irrigation throughout 
the Territory. A much greater acreage should be supplied 
with the water that flows through our streams. Steps look- 
ing to this end must sooner or later be undertaken. Rely- 
ing as we do upon irrigation to an almost universal degree 
for agricultural fields, and with a view of meeting demands 
of increasing population by bringing under cultivation the 
greatest possible acreage, I recommend the inauguration of 
a practical plan to economize the natural water supply. To 
accomplish this much-to-be-desired end, a scientific system, 
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under competent engineers, should be determined upon. 
This Legislature can at least take initial steps looking to an 
economic and uniform system.

CHATTEL MORTGAGE. 


An act establishing and for the enforcement of chattel 
mortgages is suggested for your consideration. 


PUBLIO SCHOOL. 


-` Public schools should be free schools in every sènse, 
and held in schoolhouses built by taxation as now pro- 
vided, and additional taxation, if necessary, should be 
authorized. The habit of teachers relying in part on pri- 
vate subscriptions, is pernicious. As persons of every be- 
lief are properly required to support public schools, doc- 
trinal religious teachings should be excluded. Public 
shools that are free schools are an essential part of repub- 
lican government. Money spentin placing free education 
in the reach of every child is well expended. Such advan- 
tages for our children ennobles them and givesthe poor 
man’s child an equal chance with the rich. Every step 
taken in perfecting a free public school system is of incal- 


culable benefit to the Territory. 
REGISTRATION. 


Tt is the duty of every citizen to vote. Prerequisites 
preseribed by statute, while guarding against every possible 
fraud, should be so perfected as to give the amplest oppor- 
tunities for every voter to comply with requirements. With 
this end in view, in addition to the duty now imposed upon 
assessors as registration oflicers to visit the dwelling houses, 
in each precinct, the one week commencing the Ist day of 
June, should be extended, and publicity be given by notice 
on the door of the post-office or court house, or both, if 
there be such, and in three other public places in the pre- 
cinct, giving information that voters who may have been 
omitted in the assessor’s rounds may apply and be regis- 
tered. The registry list should be posted up in like public 
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places. Justices of the Peace, in the absence of registra- 
` tion officers, should be authorized to register voters up to 
within ten days of any election; and. on the days of elec- 
tion, upon oath of any otherwise legally qualified voter 
that by no wilful neglect he failed to be registered, the 
officers of election should permit him to vote. The Secre- 
tary of the Territory should be required to furnish each 
precinct with the ballots and envelopes of uniform size 
and color. 

The Act for ‘Registration and to regulate the manner 
of conducting elections” failing to make in practical opera- 
- tion a secret ballot, is commended to you for amendment. 


ae RIGHT OF DOWER. 

Sheer justice demands the right of the dower for wife- 
hood. Unjust discrimination, unrest and untold suffering 
follow its denial. Every enlightened: argument favors it. 
To grant the elective franchise and deny the right of dower 
is entirely Inconsistent. Tt is denied in no State or Terri- 
tory except where something better is given. ! The passage 
of an act that restores the right of dower to the wives of 
Utah will receive my cordial approval. = 


REVENUE.

(The report of the Auditor and Treasurer are trans- 
mitted for your information. A joint committee, of which 
the Governor shall be ez-officio a member, charged with the 
duty of ascertaining what, if any, property liable to taxa- 
tion under the law fails to pay, and what, if any better method 
can be adapted for the collection of unpaid taxes-and for 
the more perfect equalization of assessments, and what 
amount of unpaid taxes is now due the Territory, is 
urgently recommended j 


POSTPONED LEGISLATION. 


Legislatures, as a rule, postpone to the latter days of a 
Session the passage of bills. The veto power imposed upon

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the Governor makes such delay extremely unfortunate. 
Time is necessary for the examination of every bill which 
in their wisdom your honorable -bodies may enact. The 
failure to secure legislation by reason of lack of time for 
their consideration will not be properly chargeable to the 
Executive. 


GARFIELD., 


The death of President Garfield at the hands of an 
assassin: enveloped, the whole land in horror.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMISSIONER, 


To the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah: 


On the 20th day of February, 1880, by Legislative 
enactment, I was appointed a “Special Commissioner to eX- 
amine District Court Records’’ in the First Judicial District 
of Utah Territory, ‘‘for criminal matters,’ pertaining to 
“expenses for jurors and witnesses.” I proceeded at once, 
after learning of said appointment, with my labors in said 
office. I discovered that there had been no abstracts made of 
services of jurors and witnesses after the February term, 
1878. I therefore carefully examined the records of said 
court for the years 1878 and 1879, and made abstracts there- 
from as best I could; said records, however, did not give me 
the necessary information from which to complete said 
abstracts; I thereupon advertised, at my expense, notifying 
holders of certificates to present them to me before they 
would be allowed. This referred to the years 1878, 1879 
and the first part of 1880. There was a very liberal re- 
sponse. ‚With the certificates and records of the court. I 
completed the abstracts, which are now filed with the Aud- 
itor of Public Accounts. 

I found, on comparing the records and certificates, that 
in a majority of instances certificates issued to jurors * 
called for pay for the whole time in attendance on court, 
making no difference with civil ahd criminal business. 
The records showed no accounts of witnesses before the 
grand jury, most of such certificates having been issued by 
the clerk of the grand jury in a very careless manner, as to 

eir correctness as to time and mileage.

There is probably about $500 on the year 1878-9, yet 
unpaid, the appropriation beingall paid out before I was 
ready to report on some of the claims. 

The above figures show a reduction of ex- 
penses in jurors’ and witness’ fees for 1880-1 over 
that of 1878-9 of ‘ ‘ i $7345 60 


The costs of 1880-1 are necessarily larger than they 
would have been if the distriet had not been divided. 
I desire to state in this report that great credit is due 
his honor Judge P. H. Emerson for the very valuable 
‘assistance he has rendered me in the successful prosecution 
of my labors in this office, as also for his promptness in 
dispatching business, and for the orders made in the econ- 
omy of the Territorial funds. 
I also acknowledge the kindness of the Hon. James 
Sharp in allowing me half rates in traveling in this business 
over the U. C. R. R.

the clergy, and through them the anger of many people 
against the large majority -of the citizens of Utah, and thus 
a pressure has beenbrought to bear upon your “honorable 
body which shows*its effects i in proposed measures contain- 
ing provisions utterly at variance with the fundamental 
~ principles of republican government, and which, while 
ostensibly aimed at the marriage relations of bnt a small 
portion of the people, will, if carried into effect, deprive 
the whole Territory of the vested rights secured to it by the 
Organic Act, and the Constitution of the United States. 

For many years the people of Utah have patiently en- 
dured the misrepresentations and slanders of unscrupulous 
persons who have located at different times in the Territory, 
and who, from various unworthy motives, have formed 
themselves into political and religious cliques, avowedly to 
represent the liberal and progressive element of the Terri- 
tory, but really, as the history of their transactions plainly 
shows, to yex and annoy the majority of the people, and 
deprive them, if possible, of their civil, religious and polit- 
ical rights. 

The executive and judicial powers of the Territory . 
being vested in the hands of government appointees, 
and the legislative trammeled by the absolute verto power 
of the Governor, it is not difficult to realize how compara- 
tively powerless the people have been when attempting to 
foster the interests of the Territory. ~- 
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While bearing all the burdens imposed under influences 
created by officials wholly irresponsible to them, the peo- 
ple of Utah have waited, hoped and prayed for better things, 
under a government less like the colonial bondage to which 
their fathers were subjected, and more in harmony with true 
republican institutions. When accused of exercising undue 
influences over the female portion of the population, and the 
idea was advanced that if women in Utah were granted the 
right to vote, ù remedy would at once be found, the Terri- 
torial Legislature promptly anticipated the proposed action 
of Congress, and passed an act conferring upon women in 
Utah, over twenty-one years of age, and with other proper 
qualifications, the elective franchise. Again, when accused 
of making the Church dominate the State, by permitting 
ecclesiastical influence or priestly authority to assert in- 
finence at the polls by means of the marked ballot—which 
had been approved, and which many still believe to be the 
cheapest and best means of preventing illegal votes—the 
Legislature enacted a law providing for the registration of 
voters, repealing all election laws requiring numbered or 
otherwise marked ballots and: making them strictly secret. 

The registration law having failed to change the vote of 
the people in favor of their accusers, Congress is now urged, 
under pressure of public opinion, incited by uncrupulous 
persons, to enact laws disfranchising in this Territory many 
native born and other loyal citizens of the Republic. The 
fraudulent certificate issued by Utah’s present Governor 
having thus far failed to disfranchise the people, Congress 
is asked to do what duplicity and unblushing fraud have 
failed to accomplish. And we call the attention of your 
honorable body to the fact that previous to the passage of 
the anti-polygamy act of 1862, there was no law in force, / 
local or Congressional, against the marriage of plural wives 
in Utah. There are many persons. who contracted plural 
marriages before that time, who have never violated that 
statute, and who have remained unmolested in their family . 
relations. They cannot be convicted of crime because they 
have broken no law, yet the legislation proposed to your 
honorable body would disfranchise them and deprive them 
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of the inalienable rights of citizens, which, we submit, is 
both unnecessary and unjust. Under these cruel circum- 
stances the future can alone develop what unhappy events 
may yet be in store for a people so long subjected to the 
` evils growing out of usurpations and the abuse of power by 
officers of the general government wholly irresponsible to 
the people. ; 

While reviewing the grievances which caused the revo- 
lutionary fathers to place on the altar their lives, their for- 
tunes and their sacred honor, as proof of the truths con- 
tained in the bill of indictment brought against the British 
king, the people of Utah, revering that declaration of 
rights, venerating the Constitution and honoring the flag of 
their common country, claim the protection of the nation 
whose noble sires made human liberty not only desirable, 
but possible. 2 l 

And while claiming “life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness,” as bequeathed rights, they do solemnly declare 
that governors in Utah have repeatedly, on trivial pretexts, 
refused their assent to laws most wholesome and necessary 
for the public good. They have abused the pardoning 
power by tuning loose upon the community convicts 
dangerous to the public peace. They have sought to 
obstruct the functions of the territorial government by 
refusing their approval of legislative appropriations and 
their signatures to needed enactments unless handicapped 
by unusual and .unreasonable, measures. ` They have at- 
tempted to render the military hostile and superior to the 
civil power, by calling on troops to enforce orders depriving 
citizens of the right to bear arms even when celebrating the 
anniversary of our national independence. When soldiers 
stationed near us have been arrested for grossly violating 
municipal laws, they havebeen forcibly released by military 
authority. Others have quietly enjoyed their quarters even 
when the general was appealed to for military aid, while 
the militia of the Territory were compelled to defend the 
homes of the people from the hostile encroachments of 
Indians who had plundered and killed defenceless citizens. 

The district and supreme judiciary of the Territory, 

i 
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depending alone upon the will of the general government 
for the tenure of their offices and for the amount and pay- 

¿© ment of their salaries, have frequently obstructed justice 

* py ruling in the interest of debauchery, prostitution and 
kindred crimes, and have rendered vexatious, unpreceden- 
ted and contradictory decisions against municipal regula- 
tions and in favor of lawless liquor vendors. They have 
hindered the naturalization of foreigners by requiring reli- 
gious tests, and thereby have discouraged immigration. By 
specious rulings, invading even the boundless domain of 
belief, they have sought to deprive citizens when accused of 
crime, of the right of trial by an impartial jury of their 
peers. In other cases they have packed juries in order to 
secure convictions. These unlawful, extreme and hurtful 
measures having been carried to an unbearable extent, 
the national Supreme Court, on appeal, in many instances 
has reversed the decisions of the territorial courts and re- 
manded the causes for new trial. 

Other government officials have endeavored to cripple 
and break up our co-operative mercantile and industrial 
institutions, by illegal imposition of revenue taxes to the 

i amount of many thousands of dollars, requiring expensive 
suits at law for the recovery of the large sums thus extorted. 
Some of our most honored citizens have been imprisoned 
upon trivial pretexts, and without support of law or prece- 
dent other than that established by the malice of bigotry 
and hatred; and.when their incarceration has been by high- 
er powers pronounced unlawful, unjust and cruel, the suf- 

ferers have remained without redress. 
Officials, bound by their oath of office to, sustain the 
Constitution and laws of the country, have disregarded their 
sacred obligations, and persistently arrayed themselves 
, against the people whom they have been paid to serve; 
losing sight of law, justice and equity, and often of 
humanity, they have frequently joined with scheming 
$ adventurers,whose greed for spoil has only been equalled by 
their malevolence, and in order to acquire influence have 
persistently misrepresented the opinions, aims and practices 
. of the people. Thus have they succeeded in arousing 
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jealousies and heartburnings of the fiercest kind, and have 
rendered. alien to each other those who ought to be bound 
together by fraternal affection. i 

Government officials, in many, instances, instead of 
administering the law, have overridden their constitutional 
powers, exceeded their authority, and in the'most vexatious 
manner annoyed, harassed and trammeled the people in the 
exercise of their political, religious and civil rights. They 
have taunted our best citizens with the charges of disloyalty, 
called them traitors to our country, reproached, insulted 
and incarcerated them under pretence of crimes repulsive 
and foreign to their nature, and have prosecuted others 
under laws enacted against offences totally different from 
| those alleged. Thus men have been punished for the 
United States offence of polygamy, under the territorial laws ' 
against lewd and lascivious cohabitation; and the reason 
such laws are not now upon our statute books is because 
prosecutions have been conducted under their provisions in 
cases to which they were never intended to apply and to 
which they were entirely foreign. They have designated our 
citizens as the scum and offscourings of the world, morally 
debased and physically corrupt; and yet drinking saloons, 
gambling dens, billiard halls, and houses of assignation, 
harlots, libertines and prostitutes have been urged as a 
means best adapted for the “‘regeneration” and ‘‘Christian- 
izing” of Utah’s people, that they might better harmonize 
with ‘‘the civilization of the age.” 

Tt has been frequently said and widely published that 
the affairs of the Territory are under the control of foreign 
born citizens; yet the present Legislative Assembly con- 
tains twenty-seven American-born and but nine naturalized 
citizens. We are accused of being opposed to educa- 
tion. Statistics demonstrate the contrary, and a Territorial 
tax equal to that from which the entire revenue of the 
Territory is derived is annually assessed, collected and dis- 
burged exclusively for payment of school teachers in 
district schools, open to the children of all citizens, irres- 
pective of creed, color, or party, while in addition, a local 
option law permits a tax not exceeding two per cent., for 
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general school purposes, to be annually assessed in the 
district where the people so elect by popular vote. 

The country has rung with cries of “Mormon” atroci- 
ties and the Mountain Meadow massacre is cited asan in- 
stance. The truth is that no western State or Territory has 
been settled with so little lawlessness and bloodshed, and so 
little expense to the government, as Utah; and the shock- 
ing catastrophe alluded to, occurring in an Indian country, 
over three hundred miles from the capital of a Territory 
then without railroads or telegraphs, is no more to be 
charged upon the people here, or their leaders, than the 
bloody seenes of the frontier, in a few which renegade whites 
have joined in the raids of the red men, are chargeable 
to the government at Washington. We repudiate, with all 
our souls the foul charge, and declare that all the reliable 
evidence ever adduced is entirely opposed to the popular 
belief. We court investigation on this and other vile and 
infamous slanders. : 

We respectfully urge that while this Territory is de- 
prived of any representation in Congress, through the act 
of the Executive, generally recognized as usurpation and 
fraud, it is most unfair to us that measures should be rushed 
through the National Legislature, no voice from the people 
against whom this special legislation is designed, being 
lifted in their behilf or héard in their defense. 

We venture to remind your honorable body that 
there are instances in recent history which demonstrate the 
evil consequences of hasty action unjustified by fair inquiry. 
In 1857 an army was sent to Utah to support the inaugura- 
tion of government officers, under the mistaken impression 
that the ‘“Mormons”’ were in revolt, and that they would 
resist the new officials. It had been falsely represented by 
officers who had left their posts in this Territory that Utah- 
was in rebellion, that court records had been burned, and 
that other overt acts against law and good order had been 
committed. The army was dispatched, the government 
appointees arrived, it was found that the reports were incor- 
rect, a commission was then appointed, and it was clearly 
proven that there had been no cause whatever for the agita- 
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tion, the army or the expense of the expedition. A com- 
mission to investigate before instead of after the action of 
the government, would in that case have saved, the country 
many millions of dollars and the administration from an 
act which no informed person will now declare to.have been 
wise or politic. ` 
In 1875 it was falsely represented to Congress that the 
Legislative Assembly of Utah had not made any provision, 
and would not provide for jurors’ and witnesses’ fees, and 
other expenses of courts in criminal cases. Without suffi- 
cent investigation Congress diverted the amount appropri- 
ated for legislative expenses of this Territory to the uses of 
the courts, with the provision that if the Legislature would 
appropriate $23,500 for such uses the money might be re- 
covered. The Assembly appropriated $22,000 for court 
expenses, and at its next session a deficiency appearing, 
$18,000 more was appropriated to cover it, making $40,000 
instead of $23,500, and yet the members and officers of the 
Assembly have not received one dollar for their per diem 
and other legislative expenses of the session of 1876. A 
proper understanding of these facts would doubtless have 
prevented this injustice. Every statement set forth in this 
memorial can be substintiated by competent evidence. : 
> We further respectfully represent that there is no cause 
for the disruption of our local government. The taxes 
are light, good order is miintained, no person is deprived 
of life, liberty or property without due process of law; the 
ballot is free and secret; all religious and political societies 
are equal before the law; peace prevails, property is secure, 
industry abounds and the material interests of the Territory 
are in a flourishing condition. We submit therefore that it 
is impolitic and unstatesmanlike to disarrange the political 
machinery of this whole commonwealth in an effort to pun- 
ish the alleged offenses of a few individuals, and that a full 
investigation of our internal affairs will show that a wide- 
spread excitement has been raised on a very small and fra- 
gile basis. It is evident to all who understand the situation, 
that notwithstanding the endeavors of many members of 
Congress to arrive at correct conclusions concerning Utah, 
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they are yet misinformed as to our condition, our laws and 
our necessities, some of the bills introduced in either House 
bearing unmistakable evidence of this. We therefore 
respectfully ask your honorable body to suspend action 
upon Utah affairs until, by a committee of investigation, the 
facts are learned, and a tangible foundation is laid for 
rational proceedings in which no violence will be done 
to the institutions which cost so much to establish, or to 
that glorious instrument which should guard the liberties 
of all people in this favored land. 

And as in duty bound your memorialists will ever 
pray, etc.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMISSIONER, 


` Salt: Lake City, 
February 23rd, 1882. 


To the Honorable the House of Representatives, Legis- 
lative Assembly, Territory of Utah. 


Gentlemen—The undersigned, appointed a Special Com- 
missioner for the Third Judicial District, by an act entitled 
“An Act making appropriations for -general purposes,” 
approved February 20th, 1880, respectfully reports; 

That, as soon as possible after the appointment, he 
entered upon his duties, which he found to be very onerous, 
requiring more of his time and personal attention than he 
had anticipated. y 

Certificates for witness’ and jurors’ fees and mileage, 
during the years from 1875 to 1880, were immediately pre 
sented and, though he refused to entertain any claim prior 
to 1878, it required nuch time and patience to explain to 
the holders of those certificates that their claims were not | 
such as he could audit. In view of the labor to be per | 
formed, your commissioner endeavored to secure the ser- 
vices of some person—of clerical abitity and experience— 
to assist him in examining the court records to determine 
what claims were legitimate; but, having no funds at his 
disposal to pay for such labor, and finding no person will- 
ing to wait for his pay until the next session of the 
Legislature and take chances of an appropriation, the 
effort failed, and he was obliged to give his personal atter 
tion to the matter at the sacrifice of other duties. 

Finding it impossible during business hours, to mono- 
polize the use of the records and files of papers in the dis- 
trict court, as well as the time and attention of the clerk or 
any of his deputies, your commissioner was forced to make 
many of the examinations after the day’s business. 

For that portion of the labor which required the assist- 
ance of the clerk, he arranged with H. G. McMillan, Esq. 
the principal deputy clerk, to attend with him after regular 


| 
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business closed, In this way he was enabled greatly to 
expedite the labor. 

The claims for 1878 were first examined; and much 
difficulty was experienced—owing to -the time which had 
elapsed since the service was performed—in finding the 
papers, pertaining to the cases on which the claims for 
service were based, as they had long before been packed 
up and filed away. The certificates held by the claimants 
scarcely ever stated in what particular case the service was 
rendered, and in many cases it was only by personal in- 
quiry of the holders that the legality of the claim could 
be determined; and when the certificates were transferred to 
other parties, this was impossible. 

The number of claims examined for 1878 was 303, 
amounting to $4,804.65. Of this amount $221.30 was dis- 
allowed, as not being legal and proper‘under the laws of 
the Territory. ; 

As soon as the claims for a term were audited, the ab- 
stracts thereof were deposited in the Auditor’s office, that 
the claimants could receive pay. Public notice of this 
fact was given from time to time through the several news- 
papers published in the district. 4 . 

The examination of claims for iservice rendered during 
the year 1879 was attended with difficulties similar to those of 
1878; and though the papers were more easy of access, the 
number and amount of the claims being greater, the labor 
was equally arduous. 

The number of claims examined and audited for 1879 
was 358, amounting to $7,182.10, of which amount $1,146.80 
was disallowed. 

By systematizing the examinations and attending to 
them immediately after the adjournment of each term of 
court, the labor for 1880 and 1881 was not attended with so 
much difficulty. 

The number of claims examined and audited for the 
year 1880 was 356, amounting to $4,230.40, of which $235.00 
was disallowed. l 

The number of claims examined for 1881 was 376, 
amounting to $5,213.30, of which $67.80 was disallowed. 

Total number of claims examined for the four years, 
1878 to 1881, : . : 1393 

Total amount involved, ; $21,430.45 

Total amount disallowed as being not legal and proper, 


_ and saved to the Territory, ; . $1,670.90 


The amount disallowed was made up of errors of differ- 
ent kinds, mostly in miscalculations’ of mileage, persons

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claiming and drawing for a greater distance than they trav- 
eled; some certificates had been issued to witnesses for 
defendants; and some to jurors and witnesses for more days’ 
service than they were entitled to by the records. The civil 
and Griminal business were generally kept separate in this 
district, but great numbers of certificates for civil service 
were presented to the commissioner, who, while refusing to 
entertain such claims, bad to spend much time in explaining 
that the Territory was only liable for service rendered in 
criminal cases. . 

During the investigation several certificates were pre- 
sented, which had been altered by increasing the amounts 
represented on the face. Notably among-these were three- 
certificates, issued by Chas. M. Gilberson, :clerk of the 
grand jury for the September term, 1879, to B. Sharp, L. 
Livingston and C, LaDuke, each for three !days’ service 
$4.50, and 42 miles 88.40, total $12.90. These were altered so 
that the mileage read 142, and the amount $28.40—the figure 
one (1) being placed before the number of miles and the figure 
two (2) before the dollars, increasing each certificate $20.00 
or $60.00 on the three, These certificates were held by a 
gentleman residing in Ogden, by whom they were presented 
to the commissioner, who immediately detected the forgery, 
informed the owner thereof, and ascertained that he pur- 
chased them at a discount on the apparent face value, from 
Hiram T. Glassner, a former deputy U. S. Marshal. The 
matter was brought to the attention of Jas. H. Beatty, Esq., 
Asst. U. 8. Attorney, who took active steps to bring the 
guilty party to justice. :Glassner was indicted for forgery 
and for procuring money under false pretences in the three 
separate cases. As there was no authority in law for issu- 
ing grand jury certificates; and a doubt existing whether 
forgery could be traced to Glassner, the charge of forgery 
was withdrawn. The evidence of procuring money under 
false pretences was so strong against him, however, that he 
withdrew his Ae of not guilty, was convicted and sentenced 
to eight months’ imprisonment in the county jail of Salt 


Your commissioner respectfully suggests to the assem- 
bly that some provision should be made by Jaw as to the 
mannr of certifying to the service rendered by witnesses 


before the grand jury, that their certificates for per diem 


and mileage may be legal paper and the altering thereof 
declared to be forgery. He also recommends that the clerks 
of the district courts be required to keep an attendance 
roll of jurors in criminal cases and mark thereon the daily , 
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attendance of each juror, whose presence is required by 
the court, when sitting as a court of criminal jurisdiction. 

Your commissioner acknowledges the valuable service 
rendered him by the clerk of the Third District Court, 
through his principal deputy, H. G. McMillan, Esq.; and 
trusts that the assembly will allow the amount of his bill 
as remuneration for services outside of business hours. He 
is also under obligation to the newspapers of the district, 
who published notices of interest to the claimants free of 
cost. Also to the Territorial Auditor for valuable assist- 
ance rendered in the discharge of his duties. 

The Public Printer furnished some blank certificates 
and abstracts—on which to make out the services of jurors 
and witnesses—and also a record for the Clerk of the Third 
District Court, for which a bill will be rendered. 

The commissioner herewith presents a bill for services 
rendered, which he respectfully asks your honorable body 
to allow and appropriate.

The 
raising of revenue for governmental purposes, by all legiti- 
mate means under the law, is commendable, and all prop- 
erty should pay its just proportion of the burdens of tax- 
ation; nevertheless, the provisions of this bill, taxing the 
products of mines, would, in the opinion of your commit- 
tee, be injurious in effect upon one of the most important, 
as well as one of the most uncertain industries of the Ter- 
ritory, The industry of mining should be fostered! and 
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protected by wise and judicious laws, and not hampered 
with, and crippled by injudicious; taxation; the mining 
industry in this Territory is but in its infancy, and, being 
the most hazardous of all industries, and profitable in but 
few instances, should be fostered by the commonwealth; 
foreign capital should be freely invited to invest in the 
development of our mines, that labor may be profitably 
employed, and the products of our farms and dairies find a 
ready market at remunerative prices—all being benefited 
in the general prosperity. 

The State of Nevada, upon our west, has enacted simi- 
lar laws to the one proposed taxing the products of mines, 
and the serious decline in her mining industry may, in a 
great degree, be attributable to unwise measures taxing the 
products of her mines, thereby keeping foreign capital from 
her borders that might otherwise seek investment in develop- 
ing her mineral resources. 

The State of Colorado on our east, has, your commit- 
tee are credibly informed, a provision in her constitution 
exempting from taxation the products of her mines for a 
period of twenty years. The mining industry of Colorado 
is growing rapidly; foreign capital (easily induced to invest 
in mining enterprises, when the laws are favorable to min- 
ing) flowing into her territory, she is fast becoming one of 
the most prosperous and growing young States in the 

nion. 

Our own Territory has, within her borders, vast mineral 
bearing belts of gold, silver, lead,„ antimony, iron and 
coal, that only lack capital to develop them to make this 
one of the foremost mineral producing Territories of any of 
the western Territories or States. . 

In view of what might follow the taxing of the pro- 
ducts of mines (a possible retarding of the mining industry), 
we recommend that H. F. No. 74 be rejected—believin 
that the revenue arising under it would be counterbalanc 
by the injury it would be likely to do our mining industry, 
and, in the end, might result in loss to the Territory.

Whereas, in the dispensation of Divine Providence, the 
late Speaker of this House, the Honorable Orson Pratt, has 
been called to a higher sphere, having departed this life on 
the 8rd day of October, 1881; and

in which he was held by the public at large, as well as by 
his co-laborers and intimate friends; and

As a legis- 
lator he was cautious, discreet, liberal and progressive. As 
a gentleman he was courteous, sedate, affable and consider- 
ate. His career was most remarkable, showing what may 
be achieved. by self-culture and perseverance, in the face of 
the greatest obstacles. In his boyhood he devoted himself 
to the good of his race, and he never ceased his exertions 
until cut down by the scythe of the universal reaper. He 
was a successful explorer, a hardy pioneer, and one of the 
very first colonists of this arid mountain region. 

He was a member of this Assembly at its first session, 
was returned to every succeeding session when not engaged 
abroad, and during seven sessions acted as Speaker of the 
House, being its final authority on all questions of rule and 
order, and no decision that he rendered was ever appealed 
from. Strictly temperate in his habits, honorable in his 
dealings, firm in his convictions, courtly in his demeanor, 
choice in his language and venerable in his appearance, he 
commanded respect from all who were favored with his ac- 
quaintance. 

We recognize his worth, we deplore his absence, we 
venerate his memory. And while deeply condoling with 
his bereaved family and the Territory of Utah in the great 
loss sustained through his departure, we rejoice in the in- 
calculable good that has accrued from his noble works, and 
the benefits that will be derived from his Hibrary legacies 
and his illustrious example.
